SOME TEW OF THE CURIOSITIES OF 
NATURE. 



Nalute is so prolific of method 
and adopts SO many curious devices 
for effecting her objects that lo at- 
leinpl lo pry into her secrets is to 
open an inexhaustible field for 
observation and study. The plant 
world is full of interest, because of 
the Innumerable cunning ways 
adopted to accomplish desired elide. 

Thus the leaves of the common 
sundew are provided with hair-like 
elands which secrete a sticky sub- 
stance, upon which minute insects 
are caught, mil] then the glands, set 
in motion by the stuitfcdiug eanlives, 
bend over and enfold them and they 
are dually killed and digested as 
food. 

The" Venue fly trap." ol the same 

family, employes a different device 

for tiie same purpose, Like the 

tigei and other bloodthirsty ani- 
mals, those innooonl-looking 
plants are carnivorous. 

Many and curious are the devieoH 
adopted by (lowers to insure that 
their pollen shall be carried toother 
flowers, which are thus rendered' 
productive. The bright colors and 
strong odors of the blossoms serve 
to attract insects, which enter thorn, 
are covered With pollen, and thus, 
without so much as a thank you, 

are compelled to act as pollen car- 
riers from one flower to another. 

The seeds of many plants, as the 
thistle, are provided with a feathery 
down, and other species have 

wine Hke appendages, so that they 
may be scaled off or blown by the 

winds to suitable ground. Hosts of 
others, of which beggar's liee and 
ticks are examples, Irave woolly 
claws or sharp points that they may 
adhere to the hair of animals, and 
so lie cariied and dropped to where 
they may take root and flourish. 

No less curious are the ways in 
which birds and animals are equip- 
ped with certain organs, and modi 

fled In a variety of ways thai they 
may thrive under the ever- varying 
conditions of soil, climate and gen- 
eral surroundings. 

In Australia, for instance, is 
found the Duckbilled Platypus, or 
Water Mole, which has the beak of 
a duck set on the head of a mam- 
mal Though ii fuel in mammal and 
not a bird, il lays eggs which il de- 
posits at the end a burrow in the 

ground where they are probably 

hatched by Ihe warmth of ils body 
like birds' onus. 

At' the extremity of South America 
is a curious sea fowl which flies 
. > 1 1 1 \ when yoong. As it attains 
maturity il loses Ihe power of llight 
and can only swim, and thus, 
though a bint, is no better off 
than a Ash, As a partial com- 
pensation for its loss, however, it 
swims inarvelotisly well and be- 
cause of ils swiftness is known as 
the " Steamer Puck." 

The Cape Kanen (Joose of Aus- 
tralia, tluilgh endowed with web- 
bed feet, never swims, but a mem- 
ber of a family of swimmers and 
sillers, has adopted habits that have 
caused it to be modified into ■ 
grazer. The Cassowary has feathers 
that much resemble hairs, and 
Penguins are covered with feathers 
that are modified to look like, and 
to do the service of tlsh scab 

Though oui country possesses no 
animal or bird which for oddity is 

to be compared with the foregoing, 

t he re are yet some curious creatures 
living iii it. The Rooky Mountain 
Plover at first sight might be mis- 
taken for one of the ordinary plov- 
ers that frequent the beaches.. It 
has a body somewhat longer than 
the robin, with disproportionately 
long legs and neck, and a rather 
long bill. The eyes aie full and 
round, and give the bird an ex- 
ling ly innocent, not to say stu- 
pid look, which is further heightened 
by its unsophisticated and gentle 

Ils color is a uniform gi 
brown above, with a white line 
above and a orescent in front of the 
, and a black sliipo from the 
the bill. The white of the 
under parts is blended and so the 
OOlONi harmonize well with the dull 
grays and browns of its ordinary 

surroundings and serve to afford it 
protection from the keen eyed hawk 
ami the roving coyote or I 

There is thus nothing, it must be 
admitted, in I lie bint's appearance 
to mark it as peculiai among its 

relatives or lo give it claim upon 
our attention Such a claim, how- 



ever, may be found in its habits 
and in the fact that, though a 
plover, and as the name itself 
suggests, a member <f a group of 
water lovers, it entirely avoids the 
water, like the Australian goose be- 
fore mentioned. 

On the other land it does not, as 
ils name of Mountain Plover implies, 
inhabit the mountains, but lives on 
the dryest and most sterile plains 
of Arizona and New Mexico north- 
ward, and from Kansas and Ne- 
braska to the Picitie. Its food is 
chiefly grasshoppers and various 
small insects. It seems certain 
that it must sonutinies drink, bat 
though 1 have seen a great many 
of these ployers and have 
occasionally found tlieni not far 
fiom water, I never saw one drink- 
ing or imbed Acting as though 
water was in the slightest degree 
necessary to its existence. 

Would you stve this plover at 
home and amid congenial surround- 
ings, you must go to the far West, 
to Colorado. Select a barren up- 
land, like the one near Colorado 
Springs, walk two miles or so to the 
north or east of the town, and there 
on (he ShadeieSS anil barren plain, 

where in midsummer tbe sun with- 
ers the herbage to a crisp, you will 
find it in abundance. 

It was here that I first saw its 
nest and eggs — a great prize at the 
time I found them, for the bird is 
extremely cunning, and its habit of 
leaving the nest long before the in- 
truder Ifi near enabled il to keep its 
domestic affairs secret for a long 
time. 

And then with what art they will 
mislead the egg hunter I How they 
fly in bewildering circles or flatter 
about just ahead of him as though 
ihe nest was a few inches away ' 
And with what piteous notes they 
hover over some tnft of grass- just 
the Spot for the nest, thinks the 
would-be-ritler — only to abandon it 
a moment later at his approach for 
anion* likely one! And so on till 
Ihe quest is given up. 

Such bad always been in\ 
porionoo until on the occasion of 
my visit to Colorado Springs, I hit 
upon a method which completely 
eireunn entod the cunning of the 
plover, and as the land of the 
plover is a long way off, and hence 
the bird is not likely to suffer from 
my indiscerelion, 1 will share the 
discovery with nty readers. 

Knowing thai many birds, and 
particularly the plovers, are able 
to distinguish between the two- 
footed and four-footed animals, and 
that they ait* no', at all afraid of 
horses or cattle, 1 procured a horse 
and, for comfort's sake, a buggy 
also, and proceeded lo drive over 
tbe wiling plains. The elevated 
seat offered the double advantage 
of enabling me to Command a wide 
view and to note every moving 
thing, and yet be sure not to alarm 
prematurely the game 1 sought. 

On the morning of my vet tire 
the usual inhabitants of the plains 
were out in force, and among them 
not a few prairie dogs, as well as 
many of the little spotted marmots, 
and an occasional owl. (beat was 
the surprise produced among the 
various colonies by our appearance, 
though hotti squirrels and birds 
wore too curious to scurry off bo 
fore they had taken a good look at 
us at short range. 

Passing by all those as jusr then 
unworthy of seriors attention, it 
was not long ere my search was 
rewarded by the sight of a plover, 
and 1 shall ni>vcr forget what a 
curious sight the bird presented as 
it stood watclitig the strange ap- 
parition approaching its home. 

It was a female on her nest, and 
when we we r>> probably three hun- 
dred yards away she slowly taised her 
body and stood with widely spread 
legs and half bent wings, presenting 
a most comical appearance ; evident- 
ly sin* was quite at a loss lo com- 
prehend the marvel of horse and 
buggy. Her peculiar attitude at 
first, ami later her appearance of 
dismay, betrayed her secret long be- 
fore we reached the spot, and in a 
few momenta 1 was bending over 

her treasures. Beauties they were; 

three of them; pear-shaped eggs 
of deep reddish ho IT, dotted and 
spotted with bistre and black. 
There was no trouble now to find 
plovers' nests. In whatever direc- 
tion I drove, the result w as the same. 
A new nest every half lioiu until 1 
gained the knowledgde I sought and 



had more eggs, I am ashmed to 
say, than 1 was entitled to 

As for Shore Larks' nests, I found 
them that day by the dozen. If I 
remember aright , I saw more than 
forty nests in that single morning's 
drive — more that I ever saw before 
in my lifetime. — Selected.

Chaptkr I. 

At noon on Thursday, July 28th, 
from the brass-railed platform on' an 
observation car of the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad, we got our parting glimpse 
of the ever-changing sky-line of 
New York. Away to the left towered 
the 50-story building of the New 
York Ltfe, the Flat Iron Building 
just in front of it at the junction of 
Broadway, Fifth Avenue and 23d 
Street, although itself a skyscraper 
of twenty-two stories, looking small 
by comparison. Directly across the 
North River were the 50-story Sing- 
er Building, the Trinity Building, 
the immense Hudson Terminal Build- 
ing, the St. Paul, Park Row and 
other gigantic structures of stone and 
steel. Turning the eyes towards the 
Battery, one could see the new Cus- 
tom House with its allegorical statu- 
ary and extensive reach. Turning 
towards the Atlantic Ocean, in the 
gateway of the Narrows, clear-cut, 
solitary and handsome, we behold 
the great Statue of Liberty which, 
facing toward the entrance to New 
York Harbor, each night its flam- 
ing light upholds— 

" To each aud all an equal torch 
Of welcome from the sea — 
To the great Atlantic liner 
Or the freighter of Dundee." 



There were seven of us on the 
Black Diamond Express that day, 
all bound for the Colorado Conven- 
tion of the National Association of 
tbe Deaf, and all determined to reach 
"Pike's Peak or bust." Besides 
the chronicler of the events and in- 
cidents and wonders of this trip, 
there were Mr. and Mrs. Moses Hey- 
mau, Dr. Thomas F. Fox, Samuel 
Frankenheim, Henry C. Kohlman 
and Samuel Goldberg. 

From Jersey City to Buffalo the 
journey led among beautiful scenes 
of mountain, lake and river, thriv- 
ing towns and villages, and there 
was not an uninteresting moment 
from the time of departure until the 
shades of night concealed the land- 
scape and the train was halted at 
Geneva, N. Y., because of a freight 
train wreck about twenty miles to 
the westward. This neccessitated 
some complex switching of cars, 
lots of delay and considerable ap- 
prehension, until it was announced 
that the train was running now on 
the New York Central tracks, via 
Rochester, to Buffalo. 

Some of the cities passed through 
deserve a much greater consideration 
than the limits of this letter allow. 
We might mention at the outset, 
that New York, with its nearly five 
million inhabitants, has across the 
river in Jersey City a neighbor with 
over a quarter of a million people ; 
Newark, only eight miles further 
on, with its six thousand factories 
and three hundred and fifty thou- 
sand people ; and Elizabeth with 
nearly seventy-five thousand ; — 
making an aggregate of nearly six 
million people within a radius of 
twenty-five miles. We could dilste 
upon the beauties of Baston, Pa. ; of 
Bethlehem, with its colossal plant for 
steel rails and structural steel ; of 
Allentown with its extensive steel 
wire works ; of Pittston and Wilkes- 
barre, famed for their great output of 
anthracite coal ; aud many another 
took city along the route conspicuous in 
the commercial world for varying 
lines of manufacture and volume of 
annual output. 

We would also be pleased to ex- 
patiate upon the Mauch Chunk 
Mountain with its thrilling switch- 
back ; of Glen Onoko ; of the ride 
up the Blue Ridge Mountains to 
Warrior Notch, from which far away 
could be clearly discerned the City 
of Wilkesbarre spread out in the 
valley below. To do justice to all 
these would require a separate chap- 
ter to each. 

We were transferred to the Pull- 
mans of the Grand Trunk Railroad 
at Depew, about nine miles east of 
Buffalo, and were soon in our re- 
spective berths courting the god of 
slumber, as the train sped over 
I tension Bridge across the Niagara 
to Hamilton, Loudou, Sarnia, Can- 



at the rosy hour of dawn next day. 
We were three hours late and 
hungry, and the dining car would 
not connect with our train till Dur- 
and, Mich., was reached, which 
would make breakfast time within 
an hour of the customary time for 
noonday lunch. Tbe strike of con- 
ductors and other trainmen on the 
Grand Trunk system was much to 
blame for this, and at Durand there 
was a guard of soldiers to prevent 
mischief being done by the strikers. 

Throngh Michigan and Indiana 
we travelled till late in the after- 
noon, looking with feelings of pride 
upon the vast stretches of growing 
corn, and the evidences of boun- 
teous harvests revealed by the 
stacked sheaves of wheat and 
oats, and the immense straw stacks 
which told that the threshing ma- 
chine had done its work and granaries 
somewhere were bulging with their 
stores of grain. Pasture land with 
plenty of fine-looking live stock 
lined our way, and almost every farm 
had its little woodland of maple, 
beech and elm. 

We noted the great Oliver Plow 
and Wagon Works at South Bend, 
Ind. , and called to mind how Elbert 
Hubbard had written up this world- 
renowned plant, where only honest 
goods were manufactured and sold 
only at honest prices, so that the 
Olivers were famous throughout the 
world for square-dealing and the 
superiority of their plows. 

But the train speeds on^ and we 
are nearing Chicago, which we 
reached at six o'clock in the even- 
ing, still three hours behind our 
scheduled time. This is the first leg 
qf our journey, and here we linger 
three days, to take in the picnic of 
the Pas-a-Pas Club, at Hammond, 
Ind. , to peer throngh the smoke- 
laden atmosphere at the busy hives 
of industry, and to meet and greet 
our brethren of the world of silence. 

In our next letter the trip to 
Council Bluffs aud Omaha will be 
described.

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we, the Deaf, would naturally not care to 
have any thing to do with any one who 
looks undesirable in his appearance and is 
ill-mannered. " A man's manners are his 
fortune," is a saying as true as it is old, 
as valuable as it is true. Good manners 
are made a leading business qualification 
in all pursuits'. No one is exempt. Then, 
as an avenue to wealth and position, good 
manners constitute a desirable acquisition. 
Our manners show what we are and we are 
influenced bv the same. In this connec- 
tion, it may be stated that the Deaf should 
make it a point to be as agreeable and tact- 
ful in m a nners as possible, so as to make a 
favorable impression on the hearing public 
associating with them. Prejudice 
otherwise. 

In my opinion, we cannot feel fully justi- 
fied in our claim that a fair proportion of 
the Deaf have been sent out of school well 
prepared, educationally and industrially, 
in a general way, about on the same foot- 
ing with the healing sent out of the 
common school. Compared with the hear- 
ing, we evidently find onrselves to be quite 
beliind in this particular respect. 

While it is, indeed, gratifying to note 
the creditable progress that has been made 
in a commendable measure along the line 
of the education of the Deaf so far, and its 
fruitful results have been evidenced by the 
unusual and praiseworthy success of a good 
number of the Deaf in business, on the 
same footing with the hearing, notwith- 
standing their apparent handicap, deaf- 
ness, much to the surprise of the hearing, 
it ia, however, to be regretted that as a 
branch of the education of the Deaf, the 
business course has been neglected or over- 
looked in most, if not all, of the State 
schools. I would frankly deem it a shame 
to send out so young children into the 
battle of life, " half -educated," in a general 
way, compared with the hearing. No 
effort and pains should by all means be 
spared to have then properly trained, as 
well as possible, before knocking them 
into the keen business world. Beyond all 
question, we are just as much entitled to 
privileges offered by the State to acquire a 
ation as any others. If we are 
not granted such privilege* because of the 
prejudice, if any, of the State against the 
Deaf as a class, we should fight for our 
own rights in a vigorous manner till we 
win. 

Evidently to my knowledge, there have 

a tly occurred cases where it has 

proved to be due to their ignorance of this 

y niost important and practical 

branch, that they have been unable to 

secure clerical positions with some of the 

largest business establishments and, in 

ilar, also many of them have un- 

ately lost their property and money 

lgh the dishonesty of the hearing in 

business, especially owing to the lack of 

nowledge of the business laws, which is 

absolutely required in business nowadays. 

Contrary to the above, some others who 
en trained in a business school have 
been unusually successful in most of cases 
above the average. The great value and 
necessity of having a fair knowledge of 
this most useful and practical business 
course is very popularly admitted nowa- 
days. A deaf man having such a know- 
ledge will certainly realize it a wonderful 
o the deaf in the businesss world. 

Wit is also another great aid, for the 
reason that the hearing public, as a rule, 
like to laugh, and gradually will be un- 
consciously led to learn to like the deaf 
better.

were not very pleasant, owing 
to the fact th; at they did not understand the 
deaf as a c i*»s well enough. But the 
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man does not succeed in business, it must 
be due to some fault of his own, or to the 
poor and improper training he had re- 
ceived. Same case with the hearing men, 
of course. 

In all seriousness, I wish to call your 
special attention to the fact that there has 
been stirred up a very great deal of pre- 
judice among the hearing public against 
the deaf, through the malicious work of the 
impostors, and that the injuries resulting 
from this source have been enormous in 
many ways. Por years past, I have met a 
great many of them and, through my 
efforts, have had them punished m< 
less ; the court depending on me for assis- 
tance. Those impostors have evidently 
led the hearing public at large to the 
belief that the deaf, as a class, were de- 
pending on charity ; unable to suppurt 
themselves by work. To make this fact 
more convincing, let me give you an ex- 
ample of hundreds of them ; 

A certain person from the East declared 
that in all his experiences as an impostor 
in various ways, such as being deaf, blind, 
lame, etc., the pretense of being deaf and 
dumb was found to be the most profitable 
of all. Perhaps you are not aware of this 
astonishing fact, that the number of im 
poators is increasing at such an alarming 
rate all over the country that this pretense 
has been adopted by many hearing persons 
as a regular means of earning their living. 
Any lame or blind person can easily be 
distinguished by his appearance, but the 
deaf cannot so be, because he looks just 
like any other hearing person. That is 
why the pretense of being rleaf and dumb 
is popularly adspted as an easy means of 
getting money f»m the public. 

What do yo* think of this? Then, 
should we look behind the fence and allow 
those " devils " to work the public malic- 
iously against the innocent and hard work- 
ing deaf communities all over the country 
of ours? We positively cannot afford to 
suffer the disgrace at tieir expense. Surely 
it is time now for us to awake to the fact 
that if we wish to prctected, it is up to ni 
to do something witlout delay to root out 
those impostors entirely. We should not 
allow ourselves to be humiliated by those 
impostors. ' ' Down with those impostors, ' ' 
I woulrl cry. 

Por this evil, the orly effective and per- 
manent remedy that I can think of is to 
have a stronger law, strictly forbidding 
such pretense, and make the law so severe 
and exacting that it would be impossible 
for any one to dare to do it whether he is 
really deaf or not. It is our intention to 
secure this legislation in our State this 
coming year. I would urge the deaf of all 
other States to do likewise. 

In conclusion, it is my opinion that it 
would not only be a waste of time arid 
energy, but also folly, trying to devise how 
to remove such prejudice before we ' 
ourselves with that weapon — i.e., 
tion and training ; then the rest wil- 
easy enough. But he sure to bear in mind 
that also like that of the hearing people, 
any anil all undertakings must always be ac- 
complished with effort, thoughtfulnesa and 
perseverance There is no my 
it. It is simply a matter of making good 
in all our pursuits. I would repeat that it 
is absolutely necessary for us to first exhi- 
bit convincing capabilities, and show our 
selves deserving of their confidi 
we can reasonably expect to 
business and socially. W. 
ambitions to continue to improve OOJ 
even after leaving school, and strive to 
think and act reasonably for others before 
they will finally appreciate and re< 
us. 

lacking this most important advantage 
of hearing, we must both mentally and 
mutually be active to make up that loss. 
• r less prejudice will always be shown 
■v one of us, without exception, no 
matter who, what, etc., unless he thinks 
anrl acts well. 

Moral: That a habit of observing and 
thinking will enable any one to l 
a master of all accomplishment';

is a fact. No success ever comes wit hunt 
effort and work. Absolutely no 
without education, training and BMroUSr*. 
This applies to one and all alike, 
no circumstance should we feel ash a 
ourselves, because of our deafness.

It may be God's will 
that we be deaf, and we must make the 
best of it with what He gave us.

Klna is a giant. II islhe large- 
est active volcano in Kurope. The 
circumference of its base is ninety 
miles and it rises straight fioin a 
sea 6,000 feet deep iu,7;i8 Into the 

ail. 

The eruptions of Ktna are on 
scale with ils size. They are not so 
frequent as those of Vesuvius, but 
I hey are more grand and more ter- 
rible. Upon the mountain itself 
they have left their marks by build- 
ing over two hundred subsidiary 
craters upon its summit, some of 

these taking I he shape of cotlCS 
seven hundred feel high. 

As far back as 470 H.C. is a re- 
nin! of the first eruptions of Ktna, 

and there were but ten Others in the 
four centuries that preceded the 

coming of Christ. Thereafter the 

voleiino seems to have bad its lagcs 
at rarei intervals, and il is not till 
I H;» A.D that there was au out- 
break that Impressed itself strongly 
upon the medieval indifference to 
loss of life. Then Catania lost 
fifteen thousand inhabitants, and 

just live bundled went to their 
deaths in the ashes and lava. 

In modern limes fhe eruplion of 

' attracted great attention be- 
cause of tbe evil of ashes that, shut 
out Hut sun and covered llieseaand 
land for hundreds of miles around 

the mountain. A new fissure two 

miles long opened on Hie east fUuk 

of the mountain, and the How of 
lava was phenomenally heavy. In 
1864 there was a small oulbreak, 
and another more violent in 1872. 
Others occurred in 1881! and 1892.—

ctrnnge of opinions on queetioas affecting

Although its members may 
differ Individually on some important 
questions, they have, as a body, studiously

In accordance with the rules, 
the practice of the Society has been, and 
still is, to turn over to the Home Fund all 
the surplus money not needed by tht'So- 
ei.iy 'Thus whatever success you achieve 
for the Society conduce! to the prosperity 
of the Home. Let, every one remember 
this. Our Secretary has dilated upon (he 
finances »o well, giving interesting statistics 
and comparisons, we deem it unnecessary 
to tlo so in this address We only wish to 
add our deep seuse of gratitude to all for 
any aid given, even for the widow's inlte. 

TRDSTSES or THE HOME. 

We must again express our admiration 

ami gratitude to the Trustees of the Home 

for their devotion to the trust reposed in 

them and for the able and satisfactory 

manner in which the affairs of the Home 

have been administered. The sacrifice* 
which these gentlemen continually make 
for t tie Home entitles them to our grateful 
consideration and highest regard. Some 
changes occurred lu the personnel of the 
Hoard at the close of the last fiscal year. 
Mr. Robert M. Zlegler, the President of the 
Hoard since the Home was opened, asked 
leave to retire iu order to enable him to de- 
vote more time lo the work of the S 
His resignation was reluctantly accepted 
by the Board of Managers of the Society at 
its meeting last April. As Mr. Ziegler is 
also Secretary of this Board, It instructed 
the President to give some expresslou of its 
regard for his worth aud services to the So- 
ciety in this annual address. Whll. 
and willing to do so, we realize, however, 
that We cau not say much that is uew, lie- 
cause Mr. Zteglcr's long and faithful ser- 
vice is'well known to you all. He has some- 
times I tee ii called the " father of the So- 
nis lo merit the title, for 
we do not kuow of another who has given 
more of hii time to the Society than he dur- 
ing it! existence. He was the leading spirit 
in founding the Society nearly thirty years 
ago and has held office in it almost con- 
tinuously. Surely, oue who has been kept 
"in harness" by the Society twenty-nine 
years, is a valuable servant. Mr. Zlegler 
Slap took a prominent part in the establish- 
ment of the Home in 1901, aud has worked 
imlefaiigably for It ever since. In recogni- 
tion of iiis zeal ami work for it, he was 
made its first President, aud held that office 
until this year, or for a period of uin, 
Therefore, the Board desires that we ex- 
press its deep appreciation of Mr Ziegler's 
steadiasl loyalty and supiiort, and we fur 
I her cypress the hop* be may be snared to 
the Society for many more years of useful- 
ness.

MOVINB MCTURK FUND. 

There is now well under way by the deaf 
of the United States a movement to raise a 
fund sufficiently enough to memoralice per- 
manently the beauty and efficacy of the 
sign langusge by means of moving picture 
films. The National Association of the 
Deaf is fathering the projeot, and, through 
its agents all over the country, is meeting 
with encouraging success. The deaf of 
Philadelphia recently had an opportunity 
of witnessing a moving picture exhibition 
of a deaf-mute delivering a declamation In 
the sign language, and much surprise and 
admiration was expressed that the con- 
nection of the signs was so clear and natur- 
al. Our skepticism of the success of mak- 
ing films of sign talking was thus prompt- 
ly dispelled, and we should be pleased to 
have the project turn out successful. We 
hope that our deaf will help it by their con- 
tributions. Mr. Prank Gray, of Allegheny, 
Is the State Treasurer of tne Fund. For 
the convenience of members and others 
during this convention, contributions for 
this fund may be sent through our Society 
Treasurer. Will not the Society show its 
Interest tn the project by sending Its own 
contribution ? The Committee on Re- 
solutions might consider the matter. 

FOUNDATION TABLET. 

We have received a communication from 
Mr. Henry J. Halght, an Associate 
Member of New York and Philadelphia, 
suggesting that a suitable bronze memorial 
foundation tablet be placed in the Home 
for Blind, Aged and Infirm Deaf at Doyles- 
town. The suggestion seems worthy of 
consideration by the Society. It would 
commemorate the fact that the Home was 
founded by the Society. This is the more 
desirable as there are mauy among its 
friends who do not understand the relation 
of the Home with the Society and consider 
them as separate bodies. Besides, the ad- 
vantage from such a permanent advertise- 
ment is too apparent to need further com- 
ment from us. As Mr. Haight has gener- 
ously backed his suggestion with a sub- 
scription of twenty-five dollars (9135), as the 
nucleus of a fund to be raised for the pur- 
pose, we would suggest that the Society re- 
commend to the Board of Managers to con 
sider the matter and take such action upon 
ll as it may deem most expedient 

THIRTIETH ANNIVERSARY. 

The thirtieth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Society occurs next year (1911). 
In pursuance of authority given to the 
Board of Managers by the last Convention, 
arrangements will be made by it for a cele- 
bration of the event. Much will depend upon 
the action of this Convention tn the choice 
of the place for the twenty-fifth meeting. 
We venture to hope that the choice will be 
Harrlsburg. There are three good reasons 
for this choice : First, because Harrlsburg 
is the birthplace of the Society , second, be- 
cause that city is centrally located and con- 
veniently accessible from all directions; 
and third, because It seems to be the popu- 
lar choice of a large number of deaf, both 
members and non-members, on account of 
the opportunity to visit the magnificent 
new Capitol buildii g. We hope that 
these reasons will be duly considered be- 
fore making any other selection. Ihe 
character of the celebration may be wise- 
ly left with the Board of Managers : how- 
ever, we would suggest thai there be In- 
corporated in it some plan for a special 
offering for the Home. Such an offering, 
if given time to prepare for and made at 
one time by all together, will not only be 
large but carry with It a thrill of joy 
that will make the celebration worthy 
and one to be long remembered. 

AN EVIL, 

Our attention was recently called to a 
shameful duplicity that has been practiced 
upon the public. There have been • 
ca>es like it, and, unless we act promptly 
iu an effort to check it, another undeserved 
stigma will be cast upon the intelligence, 
honesty, anil honor of the deaf as a class. 
In a previous address we expressed alarm 
at the Increasing number of impostures by 
heart g persons on the streets of our cities. 
There have been many exposures, due to 
Ihe attertness of the police and citisens, 
and lu every case deafness was found to be 
feigned. It seems as though the activity of 
the police has caused Impostors to seek 
other fields to ply their trade in, or else in- 
genuity has found a more profitable place 
tor them. We are referring to the newest 
practice of soliciting aid on railway trains 
by persons pretending to be deaf and dumb. 
Their invariable plea Is that they wish to 
raise money to pay for an education at a 
school for the ileal. The unsuspecting pas 
senger readily sympathises with such a 
good intention and subscribes— yes, assists 
none other than a swindler who swindles 
many more on the same train in his ab- 
solute freedom from police Interference. 
Then he goes mi other traius and repeats his 
brazen act to the great injury of the deaf as 
a class, as we have said. It Is an tusult to 
our class which we should not let pass un- 
noticed. We thiuk the Society will do a 
direct public service by calling the atten- 
tion of the officials of the various railroads 
to the practice, which Is not only evil but a 
statutory offense. 

JACOB OE COU KIRKHUFB. 

As a slight mark of respect, we would re- 
call to memory our lamented friend, Pro- 
fessor Jacob DeCou Klrkhuff, who entered 
Into rest on the lflth day of April, 1910. His 
was a life of service for the deaf, having 
taught them for the long period of forty- 
five yeare. Nor was that all , he was with 
us in every good cause, thus extending bis 
usefulness tieyoud the school-room anil con- 
tinuing the ties once formed between pupils 
ami teachers. He was an esteemed associ- 
ate in this Society, and many ot you will re 
collect the good address he gave ue at our 
twenty-first meeting. As one who served 
the deaf of Pennsylvania so long and faith- 
fully, he deserves a place in our hen 
long as we live. May future generations 
also honor his memory I We are glad that 
Hie Philadelphia IahmI Branch paid such a 
beautiful tribute to his memory, as will be 
seen lu the report submitted to the Board 
of Managers and printed. 

LADIES.' AUXILIARY. 

'The Board of Managers considered 
favorably a suggestion made last year to 
form a Ladies' Auxiliary as an additional 
means to promote the interests of the So- 
ciety, nice with Its recommenda- 
tion, the President shall make an effort to 
inaugurate the idea at this Convention. It 
may take some time before the functions of 
this Auxiliary will la. understood so as to 
produce good results . but let us make a be- 
ginning now. The duties and usei of the 
Auxiliary are much like those of the local 
branches, the chief difference beiug that 
the latter are local bodies while the former 
embodies the whole territory of the State 
for Its work. As the whole composition of 
the Auxiliary Is to he of ladies, they cau 
compete with the men who uow predomi- 
nate in the branches. What a chance tor 
our suffragist members! Care will, how- 
ever, be insisted on that the work of the 
Auxiliary be confined chtrfiy to districts 
where no hs-al branches exist, so as to avoid 
petition in work which the bran. 
intent to tin In their localities, ex- 
cept such work as most properly belongs to 
It or to which the local branch does not olt- 
jeet It is expected of the Auxiliary to 
work tu harmony with all existing local 
branches and to assist them in collecting 
articles ami money for Fatr» ami other pro- 
jects when desired. The President v 
plain the duties of the Ladles' Auxiliary 
more fully after it has been formed. If the 
I tees fit to, it might amend the By- 
Um to specify the duties ami rights of the 
Auxiliary. We firmly believe that, If pro- 
the Auxiltary will be 
found as indispensable to the Society as are 
local branches. 

CONCLUSION 

Fellow Members, we have endeavored to 
direct your attention to some of the more 
Important matters that should u 
attention Ihe work of the Society during 
the past year is so fully given in the reports 
to be read that we have thought a repeti- 
tion of the facts unnecessary. If we nave 
omitted to mention any thing worthy of 
iu this address, wecan hardly help 
it, as our time is limited, and it may not be 
advisable to speak of too many things 
when you can not well consider alt at one 
Better that we take una few 
ler them thoroughly than 
a lot of unimportant matters iu 
slip-shod fashlou. Therefor*, we shall 
make this oue more request of you, that you

There are a couple ol ureal big 
young able-bodieil dubs doing this 
town. They claim to be deaf and 
hand out cards to the effect that 
they have recently become deaf 
from sickness and wish to procure 
funds to enter a school for the deaf. 
I met oue of them in the Sell wood 
building the other day aud forth- 
with reported him as an impost in- 
to the police. Last night one of 
(hem got on a Lakeside car ami 
handed out his cards and <hen 
through collecting them aud when 
he came to me he had a fist full of 
small chauge. ll sure beats the 
baud how guillible people ate. 
Kducatioii is as free for the deaf as 
it is for the hearing. Every State 
iu the Union has one or more ex- 
cellent schools for the deaf. Edu- 
cation in these schools is not only 
free tint so is board If a man who 
admitted he was not deaf or other- 
wise incapacitated came along and 
asked the public to contribute to 
his education he would be turned 
down flat. Yet the deaf have less 
difficulty in procuring an education 
than do the hearing and this old 
gag always takes in Ihe dupes and 
the dough. 

Another thing I wish to yell from 
the house tops is that there are ap- 
proximately 1,500 adult de,if per 
sousin the State of Minnesota and — 
just listen — not one of them begs. 
Not a si igle one of them is in a 
custodial or correctional institution. 
They are all self-supporting and 
decent citizens who do not want 
chin ity. In Duluth there are some 
thirty meu and women who are 
deaf. You may know one or more 
of them, but few of you icalize I hat 
there are so many. You do not see 
them to know they are deaf. They 
go about their work and mind theii 
own business. Then along comes 
one of these impostors and you shed 
a tesr and pity ihe poor unfortunate 
deaf man and hand out ten cents 
or a quarter's worth of rent for 
Kingdom Come. 

I have been deaf for thirty years 
and am acquainted with deaf people 
from Maine to California, and I 
have known but, one deaf beggar. 
That was my old friend Planniuan 
He played short stop when I pilch 
oil on the school team. lie is deaf. 
If you ever meet him give him the 
price of a drink with my compli- 
ments. He will need it. If yon 
meet, any one else who claims to be 
deaf and asks vou for a hand-out, 
torn him down hard. Charily may 
cover a multitude of sins but they 
usually belong to the fellow 
seeks charily.

'■'he Uallnudrl Memorial. 

It, is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Oallaudet, 
D.I),, by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet back from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edi lice and be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. (lallaudet 
hoped dating his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his naire has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most, tilting memorial to him that 
this work be uow undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf-mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five foot 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Uallau- 
dot Memorial Pariah Building" will 
be about 830,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life w»t« .l..v..i .•<! lo the 

silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial.
